Since January last, a large quantity 
of sugar has been imported into this coun- 
try in anticipation of the increased import 
duty, to be enforced in October next, but 
the oxact figures are unknown, as they are 
returned by tho authorities together with 
the sugar ordinarily imported. “According 
to the returns just published hy the 
Financial Department, sugar to the amount 
of 1,9:2,531 pieuls, valued at 42,878,575 
yon, was imported into Japan daring the 
first four months of this year, representing 
increases of 470,978 piculs and 3,416,723 
yen over the returns for the corresponding 
period of last year, , It may therefore be 
concluded that the above excess represents 
the amdunt of sugar imported during the 
fuur months, anticipatory of the increased 
duty,
